MARION, Ind., Oct. 24.—George W. Par- 
sons, @ prosperous farmer, committed sul- 
cide at 4 o'clock this morning by hanging, 
having spent the last night of his life on a 
large dry goods box with an alarm clock 
to warn him when the hour came for 
death. An hour and a half later his wife 
found his dead body. 

On the ground the overturned box and 
the clock with the hands pointing to the 


hour of 4, showed that he had carried out 
his threat of last Saturday. 

Parsons was put in jail in the little town 
of Converse for a petty offense Saturday. 
lle was released Sunday and he then an- 
nounced his determination to kill himself 
because of the disgrace. , 

lie returned home, where he remained 
until Tuesday. Then he went to the home 
of his son-in-law, William Herbst, who 
had indorsed a note for him in payment 
of stock. 

He told Herbst he would not be able to 
meet the obligation, and insisted that 
Herbst get the stock so that he would 
lose nothing. Herbst was compelled to do 
as he requested to satisfy him. 

Parsons, attired in his best, came to Mar- 
ion yesterday, settied all his accounts and 
returned home at noon, having in the 
wagon with him a huge dry goods box. se 
refused to say what use he would make of 
it, but had two men place it beneath an 
old ——_ tree. He then went to the sup- 
er table, but refused to eat, earns that 
e had eaten his last meal on earth. 

He gave his favorite daughter the only 
hotograph of himself he had, and also gaVe 
or his favorite horse. To another daughter 
he gave a buggy and to the other children 
the rest of his personal property. He told 
his daughter, atie, 15 years old, that he 
intended to hang himself this morning at 
4 o’clock, and told her his body would be 
found under the apple tree. 

Parsons refused to retire with his fam- 
ily, but sat up writing a letter to his wife, 
which was found today, in which he de- 
clared that he would Pot sleep in his own

Charles Ferguson, former Post-Dispatch 
newsboy, is now a hero of the Philippines. 

For risking his life in saving a fellow 
trooper from drowning and tin attempting 
to save another, his commanding officers 
have asked the war department to give 
him a certificate of merit. 


‘oung Ferguson is a son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Jefferson Davis Ferguson of 4009 Clayton 
avenue. He was a private in Troop B, 
First Cavalry, at the time of his heroic 
conduct, but has since been made a cor- 
poral. 

Corporal rte gene va by es officers 
were so pleased with his gallant deed that 
they furnished him a copy of the official 
document they forwarded to the adjutaft- 
general at Washington recommending that 
he be honored. 

The young soldier forwarded this copy 
to his parents, who showed it to the Post- 
Dispatch. 

It shows that about 5:30 on the after- 
noon of July 11 last Corporal Lawrence 
Spring and Privates Kaester, Barrett and 
Lal yp of B Troop went bathing in the 
a on of the Bay of Taal, Batangas pro- 
vince. 

Spring, Barrett and Tinley went beyond 
their depth. They were caught in an un- 
dertow and carried out from the beach.

Spring and Kaestef say that Ferguson 
was almost exhausted from his efforts and 
only with difficulty managed to get baak 
to the beach himself. 

R. Gleaves, commanding the 
troop, arrived on the scene shortly after 
the rescue and praised Ferguson for his 
heroic conduct.

Intimation Has Gone From Him to 
Washington That He Wishes to 
Be Nation’s Guest.

NEW YORK, Oct. 24.—For the first time 
in the history of the United States a king 
is to set foot on these shores of the free, 

King Chulalongkorn I, through diplomat- 
ic channels, has notified Secretary Hay 
that he intends visiting this country at 
an early date.

TROOPS’ WITHDRAWAL ORDERED 


Gov. Stone Directs That They Be Taken 
From Anthracite Region Soon 
as Possible. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 24.—General 
orders for the withdrawal of the troops 
in the anthracite coal regions were issued 
by Gov. Stone to Maj. Gen. Miller today. 
The orders do not state the time and 
manner of withdrawing the troops, but it 
is expected that the state authorities will 
bring all of them home with the possibie 
exception of two or three regiments before 
election day. This will aveid the necessity 
of appointing a commission to each regi- 
ment to take the votes of the soldiers in 
the field and the preparation of special 
form of ballots.

The number and 6e- 
verity of his wounds, together with the amputa- 
tion of both hands, resulted in his death three 
days later.

He fell in the street, and Detectives 
McGrath and Williams, who were nearby, 
called Dr. Millef of 1100 Franklin avenue 
to attend him before he was sent to the 
City Hospital, where it was stated a dell- 
cate operetion would be necessary. 

Zweig, who lives at 1209 Franklin avenue, 
was confined in the Central district police 
station. 

The young prisoner says that he has 
been the on ~y of a crowd's ill will for a 
long time e claims that last night they 
came to his brother’s china store at 1019 
Franklin avenue, where he is employed, 
and when he appeared ‘on the sidewalk, 
—— showering stones at him. 

e re-entered the store and, securing a 
revolver, fired two shots, in the air, he 
claims, for the purpose of frightening 
them away and to attract the police to 
whom he intended appealing for protec- 
tion. 

However, one of the bullets went low, 
and struck Schwartz, who, with his young- 
er brother, was with the crowd of boys 
‘n the street.
